Deux professeurs de la 
Harvard Business School, 
Bruce R. Scott et George C. 
Lodge, viennent de terminer 
une étude sur la com- 
pétitivité américaine au 
niveau mondial. Invités par 
le parti libéral provincial, ils 
étaient vendredi soir dernier 
au Reine Elisabeth pour 
faire part de leurs résultats à 
un groupe d'hommes d'af- 
faires et de politiciens mon- 
tréalais. Selon les deux pro- 
fesseurs, le plus grand défi 
que les Etats-Unis doivent 
maintenant relever est celui 
de la compétitivité de leurs 
produits manufacturés face 
à ceux provenant d'un 
nouveau groupe de concur- 
rents: le Japori, la Corée du 
Sud, Taiwani Singapour et 
Hong Kong. Grâce, à une 
stratégie faisantrappelvaux 
mécanismes du marché 
pour stimuler l'épargne et 
l'Investissement, ces pays 
ont pu gjiug monter leur 
niveau dèwenWgmentant 
leur productivité, accroître 
le niveau des salaires réels 
et transformer leurs struc- 
tures industrielles en faveur 
d'activités en pleine 
croissance et favorisant l'in- 
novation technologique.

Le^gouvemement fédéral 
anïÔricâtn?consacre environ 
la moitié de son budget à 
divers programmes sociaux 
en vue de remplir ses objec- 
tifs en matière de sécurité 
sociale.

The Class of 1985 faces a 
competitive and shrinking job 
market. Quebec's unemploy- 
ment statistics show that, for 
1980 university graduates, 12 per 
cent of women and eight per 
cent of men were still looking 
for work in 1982. 16 per cent of 
thé women and 20 per cent of 
the men who graduated in 1980 
were back at school after two 
years on the job market. Ap- 
proximately 400-500 of 
McGill's 1984 graduates can ex- 
pect to be unemployed next 
year. 

Even so, 80 to 85 per cent of 
graduates do find jobs. Dr. 
Steinberg, Director of McGill's 
Counselling Service, pointed 
out on Monday. But you may 
have to prepare for a full year 
of hard hunting. "Your degrees 
arc very, very necessary," she 
said, "but not sufficient. 
Without a degree, I guarantee 
yoii'd have a harder time nn- 
ding a job. But you might have 
to do other kinds of training, 
whether academic or on-the- 
job." 

My neighbour in the 
workshop had graduated last 
April in Economics, stretched 
her run-of-the mill summer job 
as far as December, and return- 
ed to McGill's Student Services 
for career orientation. "I didn't 
know about vocational 
counselling until I graduated," 
she said, "which is a shame."

Find out what 
they say about you, your hidden 
potential and personal 
strengths. You might discover 
marketable qualities you never 
knew you had. If you must, 
write an autobiography, she 
suggests, to determine what you 
do best. . 



If prolonged 
it can also lead to depression, 
and a sense of having lost con- 
trol — dangers inherent in what 
Ms. Byron terras the "victim 
mentality." To combat this, 
she encourages the job-seeker to 
talk freely about, the. fact that 
s /hé is uhémplôyéd^ There 
should be no stigma attached; 
and the more contacts you 
make, the better. 

In addition it is essential, she 
said, that everyone have a se- 
cond iron in the fire. When 
Plan A fails to bear fruit, you 
can then fall back on Plan B 
and work in another field until 
you do land the job of your 
dreams. That bread-and-butter 
job will not go on forever if you 
continue to, job hunt on the 



side. 

The worst thing you can do is 
give in to depression, she said. 
Iiistead, initiate projects. Take 
a course for sheer interest. 
' Make new friends and contacts. 
Sell your homemade bread, fix 
watches, or tutor the 
neighbour's children: You 
could even apply for a govern- 
ment grant to start your own 
small business. Or at least take 
a walk in the snow. 

Dr. Steinberg.has a . number 
of helpful hints for inter- 
viewees. 

What should you wear? Con- 
sider the image of the company 
and the nature of the employ- 
ment — you can overdress as 
well as underdress. But even if 
it galls you, dress a shade more 
conservatively than you would 
on the job. No matter how 
casual the working atmosphere, 
at an interview, blue jeans are 
out. 

You might on occasion play 
up or moderately exaggerate 
your skills and talents, but. Dr. 
Steinberg cautions^hever invent 
them. Nothing Will help you if 
you're found out. If you can't 
do it. stress that you're a rapid 
learner. If you aren't willing to 
relocate, say so at once, or you 
could find yourself with an em- 
barrassingly short term of 
employment on your C.V. 
' Anticipate sticky questions 
you might have to answer. 
Know what the going salary is 
for the job you seek; Statistics 
' Canada can supply you with a 
salary scale, and if the employer 
undeipays, negotiate. 

Unfortunately, Dr. Steinberg 
observes; equality of gender and 
race is stUl an ideal, and in prac- 
ticémàhy employers are biased. 
Some will ask if you plan to 
marry and have a family. An 
affirmative response is thought 
to signify stability in a male 
employee, but could raise 
doubts about a female 
employee's intention to pursue 
her career. It will not help mat- 
ters to point out that such ques- 
tions are not strictly legal; she 
suggests that you answer briefly 
to the effect that your private 
life will never interfere with 
yoiir work. ■

I am a visiting ^student from anothei 
university. Many people told ma,. "Go to 
McGIII, it's a good university." I thought I 
was fortunate In my home university's 
eagerness to allow me to leave lor a year. I 
now see that McGIII's high status doesn't 
originate Irom the quality, of ediicatlon 
here. ""; 

In addition to problems brought to light 
in the Dentistry and Economics aepan- 
ments, there also seems to be a problem 
with McGIII's Anthropology department. 
For example, my contemporary theory pro- 
fessor of last semester did not 'utilize 
readings from lemlnist sources although 
the calender's advertisement made the 
course appear to be well rounded. Now 
this semester, my historical theory pro- 
fessor again excludes feminist theory even 
though material used dates back to 1975.

British adver- 
tisements for Tampax. focus on a 
young girl awaiting her first period. 
The hazy David Hamilton type 
photograph is accompanied by a 
reassuring text guaranteeing that "no 
one will know" and ''you will remain a 
virgin." ; 

■Most television ads feature women 
: in public situations talking discreetly 
about "feminine protection." The 
usual qualities harped on are comfort, 
absorbency and size. OB Tampons at- 
tempts to gain a greater market with 
the words "designed by a female 



gynecologist." Ads for feminine 
hygiene deodorants claim credit for 
making us feel fresh and clean, 
necessarily implying we are dirty and 
somehow stained without them. . 

Many of the advertisemenu feature 
women wearing revealing dresses, tight 
trousers or skimpy shorts in^ an effort 
to prove that "nothingiWll iKoWj'j^^^ . 

But advertisers /or'feminine'hygiene 
products are still constrained by the 
limit on what can be spelled out on 
prime time television. 

Manufacturers'- must avoid hurting 
the 'sensibilities' of any viewers, be 
they female or iriale. This 'enisures that 
any reference to the female genitalia is 
carefully deleted. In a further effort to 
protect the wrong people froih learn- 
ing anything through these commer- 
cials, they are aired during the hours 
when "women are most likely to be 
watching television" — the soap operas 
and late night T.V. This arbitrary 
decision contributes to the feeling that 
there is something wrong with 
menstrual products if their display 
must be monitored so carefully by cen- 



sors. - 

Now for an interesting but perhaps 
unlikely statistic, given that 25 per 
cent of the year is spent having 
periods: approximately 55 per cent of 
North American women will not have 
sex with men while having their 
period. Aesthetic distaste, danger to 
the health of either partner and com- 
plete repugnance on the part of one or 
both partners are the most common ' 
reasons cited for this abstention. The 
image of 'mess' may also add to men's 
frustratioh'during a woman's 
menstrual period. Unfortunately for 
women, sexual desire is at its peak 
during menstruation. 

The greatest similarity in advertising 
for all female products appears to be 
insult and degradation. With new 
maxi pads, women are told they will 
be clean and dry, ads for improved 
diapers promise new mothers their lov- 
ed ones will receive the same treat- 
ment.

Warming up to Hiatt 



by Mark Dermer 

John Hiatt is the type of recor- 
tling artist who makes music 
critics Wonder if anyone listens to 
music critics anymore: Each of 
the 4 albums that Hiatt has 
releaseii since 1979 has received 
excellent notices, but despite the 
favourable press, record buyers 
have responded so poorly that 3 
of these albums are already out 
of print. 

Perhaps the reviews 
themselves are at fault. Since 
the release of Slug Line (MCA) 
in 1979, the critics have general- 
ly categorized Hiatt as an in> 
telligent new-waver, often referr- 
ing to him as an American Elvis 
Costcllo. While this comparison 
makes some sense , when discuss- 
ing Hiatt's lyric-writing and 
vocal style, it ultimately tells very 
little about Hiatt's abundant 
abilities. 

. What does tell the story of 
Hiatt'ti abilities are his records, 
and his brand new LP, Warm- 
ing Up to the Ice Age (Geffen), 
is no exception. 

In 10 songs covering 35 
minutes, Hiatt moves from 
dance-demanding guitar rock, 
to smooth R&B, .to Motown 
ballad, to Chicagp Blues, 
demonstrating equally Hne 
songwridng talent throughout 
these diverse genres. What's - 
more. Hiatt's vocal and guitar 
skills are a match for his com- 
positions, keeping pace with the 
various styles every step of the 
way. 

- That Hiatt. caivwrandgood in 
so many stylS^BM^jBe^îmother 
explanantion for his lack of suc- 
cess. Not many listeners . can 
make sense out of albums that 
are so eclectic, especially if, as 
has been the case with earlier 
Hiatt releases, the production 
serves more to emphasize the dif- 
ferences than to give them unity. 

Fortunately, Warming Up to 
the Ice Age manages to over- 
come this problem, *thanks to 
newly-recruited producer. 
Norbert Putnam. Putnain does ' 
a commendable job establishing 
a sound for Hiatt that is distinc- 



tive without being quirky, a 
sound consistent enough to hold 
the album together. 

The unity of the album is fur- 
ther contributed to by the Self- 
Help Group, the fint collection 
of Hiatt-supporting musicians 
that seems to be something more 
than an ill-conceived union of 
studio transients. In particular, 
the rhythm section .of ' bassist 



"The Crush". Featuring a h»n 
section and the backing vtKalsTof 
Motown's Bobby King, '"Hie 
Crush" quickly reminds the 
listener that Hiatt is as wonder- 
fully comfortable with blabk 
music genres as he is with white 
guitar rock.' -''J 
The rest of the album covers a 
great deal of the remainder of 
the contemporary musical spéc!- 




jesse Boyce and drummer Larry 
Londin are outstanding 
throughout the albtun, as much 
at home .with the musical variety 
as Hiatt hiinself is. 

Picking musical highlights 
from Wanning Up to the Ice 
Age is difiicult because nearly 
every tune on the albiun is good. 

llie album opens with a rock- 
ing guitar number,, "Usual", 
which aside from being a g(>od 
story about a guy tense and 
depressed by a broken relation- 
ship, is an example of Hiatt's ex- 
cellent 'guitar ability and 
characteristic singing style. This 
is the type of number that earn- 
ed Hiatt the "American Elvis 
Costello" tag, and placed at the 
begiiming of the album, "Usual" 
prepares the listener.jfor,^an 
aîVùm^f very good rodk'niusic. 

The next song, however, is an 
incredibly soulful R&B tunc, 



trum, from clever, urban pofi'tb 
well-executed calypso-rock, --b 
Warming Up to the Ice Age 
does have one show-stopper 
though, "Living Just a Little, 
Laughing Just a Litde", a vocal 
duet' vnth the "English John 
Hiatt". Elvis Costello. Aside 
from proving that at least Elvb 
has enough seiue to listen to rock 
critics, "Living Just a Little, 
Laughing Just a .Litde'.' goes 'a 
long way toward reh'àbilating the 
male vocal duet.

region in June 1981. International observers documented the 
massacre of 600 Salvadorean peasants trying to cross the Rio 
Sumpul into Honduras in April 1980. ORDEN (Democratic 
Nationalist Organization), a right-wing terrorist group' léd'by 
political leader ^Roberto J)' Aubisson, habitually kidnaps and 
murders Salvadoreans' from Honidiiran refugee camps. 

Approximately one'miUion Guatemalans and Salvadoreans 
have fled to neighbouring countries (Mexico, Belize, 
Nicaragua, Honduras, Costa Rica). One million persons have 
been displaced internally. It is estimated that one half million 
refugees reside illegally in the U.S. 

The United States has played a large part in creating the 
refugee problem through its support of these repressive dic- 
tatorships. Yet, it has oflidally closed its borders to most in- 
coming Central Americans. The U.S. accepts only four per 
cent of the Central Americans who apply for refugee status. 

Some American church and humanitarian groups have been 
actively involved in sheltering refugees residing illegally in the 
U.S. It is thought that 170 church congregations arc harbour- 
ing Central American refugees. The U.S. government has been 
cautious about arresting church people but recently this trend 
is changing. Arrests of two Americans in Texas have resulted in 




El Norte gives us a glimpse of the poverty, inequality and 
repression prevalent in both Guatemala and El Salvador. In 
both countries, about 80 per. cent of children under five suffer 
from malnutrition; twoT-thirds of the population is forced to 
subsist on )20 (U.S.) per month; two per cent of the population 
owns two-thirds of the land. In El Salvador, 25 families control 
84 per cent of coffee exports (40 per cent of total exports). 

The civil wars in Guatemala and El Salvador have meant an 
intcnsiflcation of repression; selective death squad killings (of 
the political opposition, labour leaders, students, and 
academla) have been replaced by indiscriminate repression 
directed at whole villages or urban ghettos. 

"Massive attacks with 300, 500 and 750 pound general pur- 
pose bombs would "soften up" the target areas in preparation 
for infantry sweeps. They left hundreds of civilians dead, 
thousands refugees," wrote A. Nairn in the NACLA Report. 

Once people take flight, they are considered 'subversives' by 
the army and subject to further attacks. The Farabundo Marti 
National Liberation Movement (FMLN) in £1 Salvador 
reported the murder of 600 refugees in the Chaleunago border 



the conviction of one — Stacy Mcrkt, a lay worker at the Oscar 
Romero House in Austin, Texas — on three counu of felony. 
Since 1980, more than 35,000 Savadorans have been deported 
from the U.S. They are separated from other travellers and de- 
tained at the airport on arrival. Most have subsequently disap- 
peared. THe most widely-publicized case is that of Santana 
Chirino Amayo, who was taken back to his home and behead- 
ed. 

The sanctuary movement has, on many occasions, helped 
refugees reach the Canadian border, where they could apply 
for asylum. American and Cai^adian policies may significantly 
alter the flow of persecuted displaced persoiis to our borders.

While acceptance of Central American refugees to Canada 
has not occurred on a massive scale — about one in four hun- 
dred has found official asylum within our borders — our 
policies are more liberal than thbsie of our southern neighbours. 
Since the escalation of civil war, in the 1980's, up till the end of 
1983, 701 Guatemalans and 3,874 Salvadoreans have received 
landed immigrant status.

movement has to be 
democratic on the inside, and 
on the outside must present a 
position free of all contradic- 
tion.

To be accorded convention 
refugee status a' claimiint must be able to prove individual 
persecution, once outside the country of origin. 

A Uruguayan accepted as a 'convention refugee' talked to me 
about hu first experience with an Immigration officer who 
stared expressionlessly at him the whole time and did not say a 
word. After thè interview, 'Enrique' cried for several hours and 



was depressed for several weeks. 

Refugees and 
Humanitarian Case* 
Application for acceptance as a 'convention refugee' is a dif- 
ficult and complicated process. It involves interviews with a 
senior Immigration officer and sometimes legal appeals. One 
respondent in our sample had to borrow $1,000 to pay for 
lawyer's fees for his three appeals. He b still awaiting a deci- 
sion. 

As a concession to the suffering in Central America, the 
Canadian government has iiutituted some 'Special Program- 
mes', bending the immigration rules, in cases where 
humanitarian considerations might overide regulations. But 
these programmes have been limited and short-lived. The 
special programme for Salvadorans lasted just over one year, 
from March 1981 to May 1982. Of the 857 Salvadorans ac- 
cepted as pennanent residenu in 1982, 504 were accepted to 
Québec. 

Québec has its own immigration ministry — unlike other 
provinces — and the Ministère des Communautés Culturelles et 
Immigration de Québec (MCCIQ) are relatively more prone to 
accept applicants on the basis of dbtress. This may occasionally 
create bureaucratic foul-ups. The government has the fmal 
say; but under the Couture-CuUen agreement of 1976 and 1981 
— the recommendations of the MCCIQ, are supposed to be ac- 
cepted. In certain instances, this may not be implemented so 
refugees end up as victims of a bureaucratic maze. 

The Canadian government's policy towards the immigration 
.of Guatemalans is framed mainly in negative terms. For exam- 
ple, the government policy speaks of those not to deport, those 
that wouldn't necessarily be accepted, and the postponement of 
removal hearings. On March 12, 1984, John Roberts, at that 
time Employment and Immigration Minister, announced what 
amounted to a trade-o^ policy. This policy allowed 
Guatemalans resident in Canada before March 14, 1984 and 
not yet declared ineligible, to apply for immigrant status. They 
basically had to prove that they had made an eflbrt to adapt. 
There will also be an extension of deportation proceedings 
agaiiut Guatemalans, postponing all removals until March 
1985. 

These measures were a disappointment to community group 
members who work to defend refugee rights. They thought 
policy should have been more humanitarian. Advocates of 
social justice in refugee policy were especially concerned about 
the necessity for any visitor, from more than 90 countries, to 
have a visa to enter Canada. Among the countries recently add- 
ed to the list are Guatemala, El Salvador, Peru and Guyana. 
Anyone t.follomngv the daily reports of war-torn Central 
America'can well imagine the near impossibility of a bona fide 
'persecuted' penon approaching a Canadian embassy in 
Guatemala City to apply for a visa..There isn't even a Canadian 
embassy in El Salvador. Yet without the visa, the airiines will 
not accept passengers to Canada. If the airlines take them on as 
passengers, they must pay their return fare if the person is turn- 
ed back. 

The alternative — to travel illegally over land through Mex- 
ico and the United States, and then declare refugee status at 
the Canadian border — may become less viable as U.S. 
authorities step up routine checks in border areas and 
surveillance of the American sanctuary movement. Montréal 
workers hear frequent tales of theft, harassment, beatings, 
rapes and even murder on the refugee trail. 

Canadian refugee acceptance policies are questionable in 
terms of the wide powers granted to Immigration officers at en- 
try points. Admission to Canada may be denied a claimant on 
the grounds that s^he really intends to remain or work illegally; 
or because s/it^doei|not have a visa; or because s/he is a 
member of an inadmissable class — excluded for health 
reasons, inability to'sûpport oneself, criminal activity, subver- 
sion, or terrorism. Claimants resident in the country can also 
be removed as inadmissables. These categories can be broadly 
interpreted, and the discretionary powers of the Immigration 
officers arc also extremely broad. 

Unlike the heros of El Norte, few poor campesinos make it 
beyond neighbouring countries unless they are sponsored by 
relatives in the North. 



Those who pass the hurdles of repression, migration restric- 
tions, and immigration problems then face new rigours once 
settled in Montréal. Besides culture shock and the cold, the 
biggest immediate problems are poverty and unemployment. 
Some survive only because of free meals and charity provided 
by local NGO's (non-governmental organizations) which assist 
refugees. 

Among our Guatemalan sample, mean time spent as 
residents in Montréal was just imder one year, and just under 
two yean for Salvadoreans. Poverty was assessed according to 
household income in relation to the number of adulu and 
children per household. Those who spent more than 70 per

elements in the film ' that 
prevented the bnagery firom 
sinking in. In Body Double his 
misogyny is blatant. 

De Palma has often been aç:^ 
cused of being nothing but a ïfi^ 
chobdû^tator. In Body Dbt^ 
ble^ineoios that he b giving hb'; 
cridcs more ammunition than 
^^Kjaeed^to clobber him. 
ISfi^pr^^Rear Window and 
Verdgo' keep" cropping up con- 
stantly. They conuin nothing 
new and the effecu they were 
meant to bring off don't come. 
It'Sinot only a Hitchcock imita- 
tion, it's a bad Hitchcock imita- 
tion; there is no suspense.- v 
;|De'PÎtma*t^matSâtFSttcn^ b 
hb camerawork. He u arguably 
the greatest American vbusJ 
stylbt of hb generation. In Body 
Double, however, even this 
sàength becomes a fault.

When he does manage to 
come face to face with her, no 
more than two^ords are said 
before ' the/n^^utting . and no 
more than two minutes have 
elapsed before she rejecu him. 
Later, he watches her being kill- 
ed and b unable to help her.
